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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the examiner has not 
provided any evidence that a solution containing an acid can have a pH which is not below 7. Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. 
By definition, as taught by Kotz, a basic solution (i.e. a pH greater than 7 ) can have an acid present since Kotz teaches that at a pH of 
11 (i.e. basic solution), a low concentration of hydronium ions will be present. To further support the examiner's position Takemura et al. 
(US2003/01 19848) teaches in paragraph 0284 that the basic solution was adjusted to a pH of 7.4 by using hydrochloric acid. Therefore, 
a solution containing an acid can have a pH greater than 7, as evidenced by Takemura et al. Applicant further argues that Brasch and 
Schellinger teach etching and not cleaning. Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive since the etching and cleaning are equivalent terms 
and during the etching of copper metal contaminants are removed from the copper surface, therefore the limitations are met by the 
teachings of the prior art. Applicant further argues that Sugihara et al. fails to teach cleaning of metals. Sugihara teaches of 
semiconductor surfaces to remove metallic contaminants. It is well known in the art that semiconductor substrates contain metal and 
therefore the limitations of cleaning metals read on the teachings of Sugihara. A The secondary reference is relied upon to cure the 
deficiency directed to the surfactant. Applicant argues that Sugihara fails to teach the concentration of phosphonic acid. Applicant 's 
arguments are unpersuasive since col. 3, lines 50-51 of Sugihara teaches that the amount of phosphonic acid is not limited. 
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
